I t is not true that the large number 
of Masons recently collected in San 
Francisco were induced to go there 
andera promise of work on the City 
Hall. 


Thkre are 20,800 Oranges in the 
United States. These lodges shelter a 
great many Granger votes that will 
be cast for the people — the whole 
people. 


The Alta says everybody in Los 
Angeles is “ on a wild hunt for a dol­ 
lar.” It is not probable that any 
well-informed seeker will extend his 
search for a dollar to the Alta office. 


A c c o r d in g to the Evening Expresa 
it is high-toned journalism to utter a 
wilful falsehood and repeat it day 
after day. But it is “ hoodlum jour­ 
nalism ” on the part of the H e r a l d 
to brand that falsehood by its proper 
name. 


A Partial Admission. 


It is something to the ex-gauger or­ 
gan’s credit that it partially admits 
the falsity of its statement that Mr. 
B e a u d r y took the lead in vacating 
the Health Office, by explaining its 
meaning to be that when Mr. B e a u ­ 


d r y took part in any proceedings of 
the Council, it was a leading part. 
This is an unwilling—nerhaps unin­ 
tentional—tribute to Mr. B e a u d r y ’s 
intelligence, and if the Express liad 
gone on 
and explained that Mr. 
B e a u d r y did nor oppose the ordi­ 
nance as a whole not desire the vaca­ 
tion of the Health Office for an in­ 
definite period, it would have shown 
a familiarity with truth that could not 
but astonish both itself and its friends. 
Mr. B e a u d r y is in favor of health or­ 
dinances and a Health Officer, because 
he believes such a law and such an 
officer necessary to the health of the 
city. Are the motives of our cotem­ 
porary as honest, or are they so min­ 
gled with political clap-trap, ring in­ 
fluence and individual prejudice, that 
its real concern for the welfare of the 
city can hardly be separated from the 
mass of rubbish ? 


Impure Water. 


While we are on the subject of 
cleanliness—a subject which just now 
is attracting more attention than any 
other one item of the catalogue to 
which our people are paying their 
respects—it will perhaps,be as well to 
examine the water we drink. This 
once done, we need no urging to ex­ 
amine the sources from which it is 
brought, and when that examination 
is made, a great many people will give 
over the habit of drinking water alto­ 
gether. 
It is well known that the 
water used in this city is impure—so 
Impure as to endanger the health of 
those who drink it. It is not aston­ 
ishing that this is so; on the contrary, 
the wonder is that it is not offensive 
both to the smell and taste. A gen­ 
tleman who knows whereof he speaks 
informs us that no eifort is made to 
keep children, fowls, grown persons 
or animals out of the reservoir in the 
northeastern part of the city. 
It is 
unprotected by cover or wall. 
The 
children bathe in it and the geese, 
ducks and other fowls are surrounding 
it with a plateau of guano. From the 
same source we learn that the foun­ 
tain heads from which the water is 
supplied, near the Feliz ranch, are the 
resort of wash-women, the bathing- 
placesof children, and the stamping- 
ground of cattle. We do not know 
who, if anybody, is to blame for this; 
but we do know that the water used 
by the citizens of Los Angeles is im­ 
pure—alarmingly impure. 
We call 
the attention of our little cotemporary 
—the Express—to this great big nui­ 
sance, and respectfully suggest that 
perhaps it may contribute somewhat 
to the spread of the scarlet fever. 


We and It. 


The little Express labors hard to cre­ 
ate an impression in the minds of its 
few readers that the H e r a l d is op­ 
posed to the enforcement of a health 
ordinance and to the appointment and 
maintenance of a Health Officer. The 
object sought to be attained by our 
cotemporary is well understood in this 
community. 
It is well known that 
its desire to injure the H e r a l d is 
greatly in excess of its ability to ac­ 
complish its purpose, and so long and 
persistent have been its efforts in that 
direction that its tirades against this 
paper now only excite a smile of con­ 
tempt on the part of the reader. 
The 
H e r a l d 
has 
ten 
readers 
where its 
little eotemporary 
lias 
one. 
The H e r a l d 
has published 
more facts, sent forth more statistical 
and other information concerning Los 
Angeles valley, and has contributed 
more toward inducing immigration 
to this part of the >State, during the 
past six months, than has been done 
by the Express during its existence of 
three and a half years. The H e r a l d 
has made more practical suggestions 
for the improvement of this city in 
one week than the Express is capable 
of doing in a century. 
The H e r a l d 
has presented more and stronger argu­ 
ments in support of sanitary meas­ 
ures, health ordinances and a health 
office, than the Express ever dreamed 
of. The people know and say this. 


We can therefore afford to «milefct the 
false, malicious and withal senseless 
tirades of our little cotemporary. We 
shall continue to advocate such sani­ 
tary measures as, in our opinion, and 
that of a majority of our citizens, are 
best calculated to secure the health 
and happiness of all who dwell in our 
beautiful city. But in pursuing this 
course, we trust wo shall be pardoned 
if we decline to consider it a part of 
our duty, to malign, slander and tra- 
duc those of our citizens who may 
chance to differ with us as to the best 
aad most desirable plan of carrying 
out those measures. 
That policy 
seems to be the specialty of the E x­ 
press and we have no inclination to 
interfere with its self-assumed prerog­ 
ative. 


Death of Special Legislation. 


The decision of the Supreme Court 
in the case of San Francisco vs. The 
Spring Valley W ater Company, kills 
the special legislation that now en­ 
cumbers the statutes and will effect­ 
ually cut off all future legislation of 
that character. As the people of Los 
Angeles have a case or two of this 
kind to dispose of, we make a few ex­ 
tracts from the opinion of the Court, 
which was written by Justice C r o c k ­ 


e t t : 


In the case of the D artm outh College vs. 
W oodward, 4 W heat.. 619, it has been decided 
by the Suprem e Court of the U nited States 
th a t privileges secured by special Act* of in­ 
corporation, constituted 
contracts, which 
were 
protected by 
th at 
clause 
of 
the 
Constitution of the United States w hich pro­ 
hibits a State from passing laws im pairing 
the obligations of contracts. T hat cuse was 
followed by num erous other decisions of like 
im port, in the Suprem e Court, and in alm ost 
every State of the U nion, Including New 
York, M assachusetts, New H am pshire, Penn­ 
sylvania, M ichigan, Iowa, Indiana, Illinois 
and V irginia. 
« 
o 
n 
The fram ers of our C onstitution were not 
content m erely to reserve to the Legislature 
the power of am endm ent and repeal; but pro­ 
hibited in term s the power to create corpora­ 
tions, except for m unicipal purposes, by spe­ 
cial Act; and alm ost every State w hich has 
recently am ended its Constitution has fol­ 
lowed our exam ple. In the face of these facts 
it is altogether Incredible thut in forbidding 
corporations, except for m unicipal purposes, 
to be “created” by special Act, it was intend­ 
ed to provide only th a t th e m ere form* by 
w hich a corporate entity was created should 
be prescribed by general laws: but th at when 
th u s formed, it m ay be endowed by special 
Act w ith any powers, however diversified, at 
the discretion of the Legislature. 
The opinion of C r o c k e t t is con­ 
curred in by Justice N i l e s , and in a 
concurring opinion written by himself, 
Justice M c K in s t r y says: 
I agree w ith Mr. Justice C rockett and with 
Mr. ju stice Rho des, th a t the Legislature can 
neither pass a special Act granting powers or 
privileges to a particu iar corporation created 
under the general law. w hich are not enjoyed 
by all other like corporations under the sam e 
law, nor pass a special Act lim iting, or bur- 
thcningw ith peculiar conditions, the rights 
or powers acquired by a particular corporation 
from the general law. 
Justice R h o d e s dissents from the 
judgment but concurs in the remarks 
of Justice C r o c k e t t above quoted. 
Justice W a l l a c e having been em­ 
ployed in the case at a former stage, 
took no part in the discussion. There 
may besóme injustice in this charac­ 
ter of decision, but 
the 
principle 
involved is just, and its enforcement 
necessary for the protection of the 
people. 
It may be remarked that the 
wrong which the nullification of spec­ 
ial franchises will work Is not so groat 
as those interested will try to make it 
appear, for this reason: 
The parties 
whose assumed privileges are destroy­ 
ed, have, through the extraordinary 
advantages enjoyed reaped a profit so 
in excess of that realized from legiti­ 
mate business that no uctual loss is 
sustained beyond the deprivation of 
the means for a continuance of these 
excessive profits. The money invest­ 
ed has returned itself ten and in some 
instances fifty fold. 


The Success of the Enterprise. 


The immense attendance at Mr. 
J o h n s o n ’s “New Italy" lectures and 
exhibitions in the Fast, and the nu­ 
merous flattering notices of the lec­

The de­ 
ceased was probably between forty and 
fifty years of age; he was much re­ 
duced in flesh, and bore the marks of 
dyspepsia or consumption. The Cor­ 
oner will hold an inquest on the body 
at Col. Warner’s house this morning at 
9 o’clock, and he wishes to make a lull 
and complele investigation of thecase.

It was a time of 
great pleasure with us after we learned 
that he could laugh and talk about 
something that delighted little folks. 
Ministers are mistaken if they suppose 
they can win the young heart to the 
church and Heaven by a dignified, 
stern deportment. 
This genial old 
minister — James McFerrin—received 
into the church more young people 
Ilian any man of his age.

A Christian Hero. 


The brief code of rules adopted by 
Dr. Kane, the Arctic explorer, for the 
government of theOrinnell expedition 
in search of Sir John Franklin and his 
men, was characteristic of his moral 
heroism and religious principle. They 
were these: 
1. Implicit obedience to tlie instruc­ 
tions of the commander. 
2. Total abstinence from intoxica­ 
ting liquors, unless medically pre­ 
scribed. 
3. Entire disuse of profane language 
by every member of tlie expedition. 
,The restless daring of his nature, his 
scientific ardor and skillful training 
for great emergencies, were blended 
witli those gentler impulses of a refined 
sensibility which fitted him to govern 
rougher men, and to triumph over ob­ 
stacles which few would have wil­ 
lingly encountered. 
Hum anity and 
science wept together over his early 
grave. But he went to its deep sleep 
without a fear and without regret. He 
had climbed tlie steep of fame, and 
from its summit looked calmly out 
upon an admiring world. And when, 
after long illness, his time had come, 
he breathed his life away to tlie sweet 
music of the twenty-third Psalm of 
David, and passed “ through the gate 
into the city,” while his tender mother 
was reading the Savior’s words: “Let 
not your heart be troubled; ye believe 
in God, believe also in me. In my 
Father’s house are many mansions.” 
What a Pisgah was that death-bed to 
his departing spirit! 
Tlie power of his example shines 
amid the noblest records of human 
heroism. To American youth it may 
well become an inspiration in these 
times of fast living and of profane un­ 
belief. He seemed almost afraid lest 
tlie Arctic snows and solitudes should 
be desecrated by the drunkenness and 
oaths of any of his men. 
And nobly did he lead where he 
asked them to follow. Materialism, 
in which some modern scientists find 
their last retreat from a personal God, 
had no place in him who thus wrote: 
“ I have trodden tlie deck and tlie 
tioes when tlie life of earth seemed 
suspended, its sounds, it colorings, its 
companionship; and as I looked on 
tlie radiant hemisphere circling above 
me, as if rendering worship to tlie un­ 
seen center of light, I have ejaculated 
in humility of spirit ‘Lord, what is 
man, that thou art mindful of him?’ ” 
And Again: “ A trust based on ex­ 
p erience^ well as on promises, buoyed 
me up at the worst of times. Call it 
fatalism, as you ignorantly may, there 
is that in the story of every life which 
teaches the inefficiency of human 
means, and the present control of a 
supreme agency. See how often relief 
lias come at the moment of extremity, 
in forms strangely unsought, almost 
at the time unwelcome; see still more 
how tlie back lias been strengthened' 
to its increased burdens, and the heart 
cheered by some unconscious influence 
of an unseen power.” 
Wo commend this testimony of tlie 
Christian hero to every young man 
whom it may reach, both to rescue the 
tempted and to stimulate those who 
are trying to follow tiie bright exam­ 
ple. Moral courage and simple faith 
in God make the highest type of man­ 
hood.— Christian Intelligencer.

emigrants.
